activities 

In spite of these warnings the situation has not 
mproved, On the contrary. there has recenily 
been a recrudescence of terrorist activity. Within 
ihe past three weeks, sabotage of road and rail 
communications, including the blowing-up ol! the 


principal bridges over the Jordan, has caused 
damage estimated at well over a quarter of a 
million pounds. On the night of June 17 the 


railway workshops at Haifa were seriously damaged 
by explosions and fire. The climax came on 
June 18, when six British officers were kidnapped, 
and two others were seriously wounded. Thrte o! 
those kidnapped arg still held captive, These are 
ihe culminating events in a campaign of violence 
which since December has caused the death ot 
i6 British soldiers and §$ police (including the 7 
soldiers murdered if cold blood at Tel-Aviv on 
April 25) The material damage has exceeded 
4,000,000. 

His Majesty's Government, as Mandatory, have 
an internavional duty to maintain law and order ‘in 
Palestine and full authority te take all necessary 
steps to that end. It was clear that we could no 
longer tolerate this direct challenge to our author- 
without abdicating this duty. (Cheers.) 
know what deep sympathy there is for the sufferings 
of the Jews in Europe and | appreciate the natural 
micnsity of the feelings of those who expericaced 
the ateocitues of the Hitler regime, ancluding mur- 
der and the taking of hostages. But this cannot 
condone the adoption by Jews in Palestine: ot some 
of the very worst of the methods of their oppressors 
m Europe. Accordingly, after consultation wiih 
the civil and military authorities in Palestine, Hes 
Majesiy’s Government authorised the High Com-

Brilliant Speeches by Silverman and 


Crossman 
Ai seven oclock, when the debate opencd, the 
Prime Minister was accompanied on the Front 
Bench by Mr. Morrison and Mr. George Hall 


(Colomal Secretary). On the Opposition side, Mr. 
Eden and Mr. Oliver Stanley were prominent. All 
listened to Mr. Silverman and Mr. Crossman deliver 
speeches which will rank among the most brilliant 
made in the present Parliament. 

Mr. Silverman said that the atiempt by the 
Administration by naked force to disarm 80,000 
people out of a population of 600,000 meant nothing 
else than War, “War in every city in Palesiine, war im 
every settlement.” 

He feared it would be resisted. lt was not fo: 
him to say whether it should or should not be, but 
let Members of this House think what they would 
do if it were their houses, their villages, their towns 
or thei sireets that were being invaded Not 
merely was it that, but there was an international 
guestion involved This was not merely war by 
the Palestine Administration to disarm the Jewish 
Defence Force of Palestine iiself and atiempt to 
put the Jewish Agency out of action 

Mr. James Glanville (Lab.. Consett): Thev killed 
British .soldters. 

Mr. Silverman: The Agency had the same right 
in Palestine as the British Government (Cries 
oF.” The British’ Government could not 
deny the Agency's right as a Creation of inter- 
national law. without denvinge their own right to 
be in Palestine at all. Both ot them were creations 
ot the Mandate, and he was amazed that the rieht 
hon. gentleman should have theught right to 
make an attack of that kind without consulting anys 
of the other Powers involved. fhe Mandatory 
Power and the Agency were co-trustecs 


He had hstened to the Prime Minister in vain tor 


any accusation that the Jewish Agency, or any mem 
ber of 1s Executive, was responsible, directly or in- 
directly, for any act of terror. Did the Govern- 
ment charge Mr. Shertok. head of the Political 
Department of the. Jewish Agency, now in a con- 
centration camp, of any active terror, either direct 
or mdirect, by personal participation, incitement, 
or by. encouragement or instigation? If so it was 
not merely a question of producing some day, some 
evidence, somewhere. Kt must bring this charge 
beltore a court competent to deal with it. and must 
give. the people charged with specific offences an 
opportunity of dealing with the charges and reply- 
ing to any evidence that was given. They must 
not do it m the way the Nazis did it in occupied 
Europe. 
Hagana Not Terrorists 


There was all the difference in the world between 
Hagana and the two small terrorist groups known 
as Irgun Zvai Leumi: and the Stern Group. Those 
distinctions must always be drawn. Nobody charged 
Hagana with any active terror of that kind. Hagana 
was no Secret force. no unofficial or illegal thing 
The Jewish Agency had had a share of the respon- 
sibility for the organisation of a defence force. to 
everybody's knowledge and with everybody's con- 
sent, for many years. ‘When Mr. Ormsby-Gore. 
as he then was, gave evidence before the Peel Com- 
mission the facts were cleay. The Hagana came 
into real prominence at the time when the 
Maridatory Power was conspicuously failing in ils 
duty to preserve law and order and security for life 
and limb in Palestine. 

* But not merely did it come into existence with 
the full approval of the Mandatory Power in those 
times, but, during the war, it was armed and 
equipped by the British military forces in the 
Middle East, and co-operated with them to the full, 
Its members fought on every battlefield in the 
Middie East and, indeed, elsewhere. When Rommel! 
looked as if he might break through, and _ the 
British military authorities were looking around for 
anyone in the Middle East who could be relied 
upon to resist, it was the Hagana upon whom they 
relied.’ One could, of course, deal with illegality and 
repress it. That was not a very easy thing to do. 
but if you were prepared to do all the dirty work 
that was necessary, it could suppressed. If you 
could remove the causes of it and stop it in that 
way, was not that a very much betier thing than 
all this blood, this poisoning of the atmosphere, 
this turning back on ideals and hopes and dreams

Shulchan Aruch as Basis: Not 
“ Minhag England ” 


A building at the corner of Chamberlayne and 


‘Sidmouth Roads, N.W.,. has been acquired by the 


Federation of Synagogues for a kindergarten 
Talmud Torah, and Beth Hamedrash, and a public 
meeting was held last week at Grosvenor Rooms 
Willesden Green, to inaugurate the scheme and 
to test the amount of support likely to be given 
to it by residents in the district. Mr. A. Mann 
presided. 

Dr. Bernard Homa said that they were opening 
a Synagogue in that district first because they 
thought i right that their own members who had 
left the East End for outlving districts should 
be given the opportunity, of having a Synagogue 
such as they liked. Secondly, it was important 
that they did not submerge themselves into an 
organisation where strict orthodoxy, as they under- 
stood it, was not the order of the day. Thirdly. 
the mere presence of the Federation had helped in 
the strengthening of orthodoxy in the genera! 
Community. 

The whole policy of the Federation, said Di 
Homa, with regard to Judaism was to maintain 
that high standard which was its pride throughou! 
its somewhat chequered history in the East End of 
London. Their basis was not what had come to 
be called Minhag England’: their basis was the 


Shulchan Aruch 
Main Problem of Jewry

He did not under-esiimate the work of} 
reclaiming the lost thousands, but he thought they 
must concentrate on those who still were attached 
to Jewish traditional hie and whose problem was 
how to reconcile the tradition of which they were 
proud with the modern environment in which thes 
found themselves. He belreved was possible to 
be loyal to the core of Judaism while living in a 


modern cultural environment And because he 
believed this could be done—and af it were no 
done, would Anglo-Jewry be doomed—he wished 


the Federation to make this their main task

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


UNITY 


“ Every controversy that is in 


the Name of 


Heaven shall in the end lead to_a permanent 
result.’ (Ethics of the Fathers, v, 20). 
HE history of the’ Jewish people records 
parties and sections throughout the man 


periods of its past. Life is never at a sta 
still. In the most creative moments of our history 
the truth of the Jewish message is heard like the 
melody of a symphony. The listener to a sym- 
phony hears the melody clearly, and he will not, 
and need not, think of the fact that the melody he 
is enjoying is made up of many notes. This, of 
course, is an example taken from art. Politics and 
religion are closer to reality than art. But harmony, 
which is the great aim of the artist, is also the 
aim of the politician and of the religious man, 
And when we use the word “ peace”’ instead of 
harmony, it is obvious that we have left the realm 
of mere art and are in the midst of reality, whether 
in private or public life. What do we need more 
urgently and what do we desire more yearningly 
than peace, shalom? But we Jews seck peace ip 
the midst of life. It is the characteristic convicuon 
of the Jew that he is able to find happiness and 
peace while still in the midst of life. Therefore, we 
cannot as Jews relinquish our place in history with 
its controversies and passionate differences. And 
this implies a justification of modern Jewish life, 
with its manifold groups‘and parties and with its 


different ideologies. 
It can be understod that those of us who are 
lareely concerned about the unity of our Com- 


munity should sometimes allege that there are too 
many groups and too little unity of purpose. But 
we must try to see this unity of purpose through 


the various different expressions of view. Those 
who are faithless towards our people lcave us 
They do not burden us with any controverss 


contribution towards the numerous outlooks on 
Judaism and the Jewish future. As long as people 
insist on having a view at all about Judaism they 
confess their sincere will to belong to us. We musé 
not become impatient when listening to them, even 
if we are convinced that they are theoretically 
wrong. The point is that they are only theoretically 
wrong: hasically they want to be faithful Jews 


HE Jewish chapter m our past to which modem 

Jewry may look most for guidance concerng 
the tome when, as in the present, there existed 
three. parties: the Hellenists, the Maccabees, and 
the Pharisees. The Hellenists were enthusiastic 
the modern civilisation of the Greeks. The 
Maccabees were keen on national mdependence 
The Pharisees had their religious aims; led by ther 
rabbis they represented an educational more than 
a political movement. This historical paralic! with 
our times is obvious. But there is one ditlerence 
which we should always keep in mind. Those three 
parties, the Hellenists, the Maccabees, and the 
Pharisees, are alive to-day, but they are not distinct 
from each other, and are m many imstances imitcr- 
mingled with each other. Even an ultra-Orthodos 
Jew to-day is -a -Hellenist wn so tar as he is @ 
Western man and accepts Western civilisation as 
the basis of his life. In this respect we have all 


become Hellenists. The heart of the modern Jew 
has become the battlefield where the ideas of the 
Hellenists. the Maccabees. and the. Pharisees ficht 


a spiritual battle 

ihe modern. Jew is still at the beginning of his 
new path. The term “ Jewish Renaissance aptly 
expresses OUr position, as renaissance means new 
beginning; the modern Jew 1s a beginner, not an 
unsuccessful one, but no more than a 
The aim of every Jewish historical endeavour 1s 
to find the way back to the origin out of which 
we were created as a people and which endowed 
that people with its religious heritage This aim 
has not yet been achieved by the modern Jew, but 
he % On the way. 
Jewish Renaissance has rejuvenated our 

people Ihe Jewish people “ saba bagoyim,” 
éld and advanced in years in: the midst: of the 
young nations of the world, has become youthful 
again. But whether we call ourselves an old 
nation in view. of our past or-a young nation m 
view of our eternal future, we are certainly not a 
new nation. It should not be overlooked that we 
were already a nation before the’ European 
Renaissance enriched the world with new nations. 
Furthermore, there is this pom, which should 
make us reluctant. to think - that the word 
* renaissance expresses the night programme for 
our future. Renaissance means national renais- 
sance. We are a nation. That was Herzl’s trumpet 
call. We are a nation, indeed. But we are a 
“unique nation,” “am me-uchad.”’ Therefore, 
the. Jewish “ national renaissance " must lead to 
a Jewish revival which will make us again the 
“am me-uchad.” The Jewish renaissance has 
brought us back to a stage in aur history agitated 
by parties and controversies. We cannot ignore 
them,-nor say they are nothing but an obstacle to 
the union of the Jewish people. They have to be 
understood as the expression of our people to 
remain the Jewish people. The parties of modern 
Jewry are not a danger in themselves. The danger 
arises when they cease to develop, when their 
ideologies become dogmas. History is always 
changing, and the parties must adjust themselves 
to change. But the well which gives everlasting 
life to our people is not to be found in history. 
We cannot and must not leave our place in history, 
where we share the hopes, the setbacks, and the 
sufferings. with the nations, One day, God will 
gather all the nations in a great harvest just as He 
called Israel to himself: we are the “ first-fruit of 
His harvest,” the am echad, the unique nation. 
This we must remain: “ Holy is Israel to the Lord, 
the first-fruit of His harvest.” (Jeremiah, ii, 3.)

grudgingly, by the vestiges of an attenuated 
Mandaut 

Art the Secretary s conference, | was the 
oniy one among the 40 local and forcign. corres- 
pondents present who raised the question as to 
whether the choice of the Sabbath. sacred-in Jewish 
flaw, as the day lor carrying Out the operations 
would not be regarded as ofiending the religious 


feclings of world Jewry. ft hesitated to use the words 
“ deliberately .offending,” although it was obvious 
that the Sabbath had been deliberately selected for 
military considerations—-maximum e¢ase.and greater 
mobility for operations in the absence of Jewish 
civilian trafic, and the fact that most people had 
dispersed to their homes without the opportunity 
to congregate, as at their workplaces, for the pur- 
pose of offering resistance.

Sabbath. Sir John refused to accept the implica- 
tion that religious suscepubilities would be out- 
raged Possibly he appreciates better the depth 


of religious fecling among world Jewry than I do. 
[ hope his Own optimistic assessment turns out 
to be the true one. 


Arabs Gloat 


What of the Arabs? ‘One phrase sums up thei 
reaction: they are chortling and gloating. They 
have seen what they have nicknamed ** The Hols 
of Holies.” or the Jewish Agency, being desecrated 
aad trampled upon. They have experienced the 
high sensation of witnessing a Socialist Govern- 
ment turning upon Socialist Jewry. They have 
seen the tame acoeptance by the same British 
Government, now so doughtily in action against 
the Yishuv, of the Mufti of Jcrusalem’s return to 
the Middle East. He would be an obtuse Arab 
indeed who failed to read:much into these portents. 
One small, and probably unimportant... incident 
struck me forcibly in this connection. On Satur- 
day, whilst the operations were proceeding, I 
lunched at the King David Hotel with a friend: 
{ saw in the lounge. outside before lunch. two

Windows had been 
smashed, doors, desks, and chairs broken, cup- 
boards overturned, and wall panels and maps torn 
down. The portrait of the late Labour leader, 
Chaim Arlosoroff, had been covered with a Union 
Jack which the soldiers found on the premises. 
Many valuable documents, fountain pens, clocks, 
adding machines, and other office equipment, even 
a Jewish National Fund box with coins, as well 
as spoons and forks, were alleged to. have dis- 
appeared. 

Damage was done to the printing press of the 
Labour daily, Davar, where the soldiers broke up 
the. type set for two books by the poets Kabak 
and Hazez, which had been prepared by the pub- 
lishing company “Am Oved,” of the Histadrut. 

The Assistant District Commissioner, who visited 
the premises to estimate the damage, declared that 
the civil administration had nothing to do with 
military operations and was not responsible for 
damage caused by the military.

Under headlines such as “Instead of Aliyah 
Killings and Siege,” the papers point out that the 
virtual dissolution of the Jewish Agency and the 
arrest of its members is contrary to international 
law since the Jewish Agency 1s an internationally- 
recognised body. 


High Commissioner's Broadcast 


The High Commissioner for Palestine br adcast 
a statement justifying the action. The Government, 
he said, had stated that the Palestine issue was not 
one to be settled by force. They were determined. 
he added, to maintain law and order wha dis- 
cussions were proceeding about the future of the 
country. The operations, he claimed, were not 
reprisals nor were they punitive, but were under- 
taken against one section of the community because 
it was from that section that the tapes violence 
had emanated. 

Siating that it had been “ necessary temporarily 
to occupy the premises of the Jewish Agency,” the 
High Commissioner said it was not the intention 
‘at this ime” to proscribe or close the Agency 
He also claimed that it was intended studiously 
to refrain, “as far as possible,” from interfering 
with the well-being of law-abiding citizens of Pales- 
tine and rts economic lite. In conclusion, he stated 
that the situation demanded calm and _ order, ‘not 
precipitated rash or irresponsible action. 


JEWISH AGENCY STATEMENT 


The following statement was issued by the Jewish

GREISER ON TRIAL 
Murdered 340,000 Jews 


{From our Correspondent—Poznan (POSEN)] 


it has been given to very few former prisoners 
of the Nazis to be present at the trial of the very 
Nazi boss responsible for their imprisonment. Such 
was my fortune last weck, when [| saw Arthur 
Greiser, former President of Danzig, in the dock 
under strong police guard. 

Because he objected to the reports of Nazi 
activities | sent out from the Free City in May. 
1935, Greiser ordered me to be imprisoned. Now 
he himself was being tried for crimes against Jews 
and Poles by the Polish National Tribunal here. 

The Tribunal came specially from Warsaw to 
try Greiser in the very town in which he was the 
sole arbiter of life and death during the war. On 
the outbreak of war in 1939. he was appointed by 
Hitler as Gauleiter of the Warthegau. This included 
the Lodz area, then named Litzmanschtadt, large 
parts of Western Poland, and Pomerania. Greiser 
transferred his headquarters from Danzig to a 
palace he had built for himself near Poznan. . 

From here he ruled the whole area, populated 
by nearly 5,000,000 Poles and some 400.000 Jews 
with ‘charactertstic Nazi tyranny. At his trial, he 
humbly appealed for compassion, pleading “not 
guiltv. to anv crimes, 

When | saw him 11 vears ago he resembled a 
fat, strong prizehehties with a round German jaw 
and fists, which he often waved when uttering all 
sorts of violent threats against Poles and Jews. He 
was then preparing for the role of butcher which 
he later played with such brutality. Last week 
he looked thin and pale, with hollow cheéks and 
trembling hands In his grey-brown jacket and. 
bagey trousers it was hard to believe that this was 
the same man. Arrogant as he had been in the 
past, he had become meck and submissive. Hits 
foud bluster had given wavy to quiet speech and 
measured sentences. He never raised his voice. 
In fact, the beast had turned into a lamb. ft was 
almost: mcredible. that this lean and quict person 
could once have been so brutal a. murderer

What happened to them all’ the war there 
were many reports and rumours about Jews in 
the ghetto of Lodz. Some reports said that they 
treated and were allowed to work 
for the German war clothing industry. But no 
one knew what the cxact truth was 

Last week, in Poznan, the truth was revealed for 
the first time. They were all, or practically all 
put to death in the gas chambers of the village of! 
Cheimno, 37 miles from Lodz They were killed 
at the rate of 1,000-per day in Chelmno, which 
was the extermination centre Greiser organised fo: 
the liquidation of all the Jews in the Warthegau 

From the documents collected by the Polish 
Attorney-General and other evidence.. it is now 
known that the camp was established in November. 
1941. and that ‘the extermination of Jews 
as carly as December of the same year There is 
proof that the first Jews ever to be murdered in 
that manner were gassed in Chelmno on Decem-

When 
the lorry was full, the door was locked. The 
engine was then. started and carbon monoxide 
pumped into the intcrio: After four or five 


minutes, the cries and struggles of the suffocating 
victims were heard no more. .The lorry was then 
driven to a nearby forest where the corpses were 
buried. Subsequently they were burnt 

This continued until 1945, when, because of the 
Soviet offensive: the camp was liquidated, though 
most of the buildings. crematoria, and huts had 
beech destroyed earlier because all the Jews in the 
Warthegau had already been exterminated. 

Greiser’s direct connection with this murder 
camp has been established beyond doubt, Togethe: 
with Himmler and other Jeading Nazis, he visited 
the camp. On one occasion, at the beginning of 
March, 1943, in recognition of the work the 
Gestapo was doing in Chelmno. he presented to 
each guard there 500 German marks at a banquet 
he had organised for them. He also invited them 
to come “for a holiday and rest’ to his estate 
near Poznan

PALESTINE CRISIS 


THERE can be no questioning the intensity of the grief 
which here. aus in America. swept the jewish Community 
at the news of last week-end's events in Palestine; or of 
the shock occasioned by these tidings of what amounted 
to 4 Major military operation against Jews in the Jewish 
National Home—a shock all the sharper because, despite 
explicit warnings from the Jewish Resistance Movement, it 
was mostly unexpected, and a grief all the deeper because 
of the rift it implied between Jewry and the country whose 
traditional friendship it had always treasured.

Again, it 1s 
a matter of no small consequence that a new solution 
of the problem is to be sought in association with the 
United States. Already we have President Truman's 
expression of hope that the leaders of the Jewish Com- 
munity in Palestine would soon be released, and the 
announcement of the willingness of his Government to 
assume technical and financial responsibilty for the trans- 
porting of the 100,000 Jews from Europe to Palestine, 
and of his determination that recent events should not 
mean delay in pushing forward this policy with all dispatch. 
This step does not, of course, cover the whole field of 
American co-operation which the British authorities are 
anxious to secure. But, like the facts already mentioned, 
it does redeem the field from utter bleakness, and rebuke 
any tendency for Jews to despair. The Jewish organisations 
both on this and the other side of the Atlantic, both Zionist 
and non-Zionist, are basically united on this policy: the 
free flow of Jewish immigration into Palestine and the 
abrogation of the land restrictions. Untortunately. more 
remote considerations which in no way conflict with this 
basic agreement have been permitted to obscure that 
fundamental unity.

NorinG that ane vear has passed since the war In Europe 
ended a vear ‘in which we have thought and talked much 
about those principles of freedom and justice which the war 
was fought to detend, but which are still denied to mruittitudes 
of our fellow-men in all parts of the world “—-the Priniate, in 
a fine letter to Tne Times last week, pointed out that among

prejudice ‘and intolerance actually on the. increase in. many 
parts of the world Accordingly, as one of the Presidents of 
the Council, and with the concurrence of his colleagues from 
all the other Christian Churches, he bespeaks the attention of 
the people of this country to the Council’s work, which, as he 
rightly says, both needs and merits their support. Its name and 
constitution, he said, “stand tor a body of Jews and Christians 
who, as joint heirs of certain fundamental convictions about 
the God-given nature and-rights of man, are seeking to make

A NAZI MASS-MURDERER 


One of the most truculent and blustering of the Germans 
who prepared the way for the fall of the Free City of Danzig 
was Greiser. For that eminent service to the Nazis he received 
the office of Gauleiter of the Warthegau. When war broke 
out he proceeded to build himself a palace near Poznan. 
To-day, seven years after, this notorious individual is standing 
his trial in that same scene of his former glory. In the interva! 
he had murdered 340,000 Jews. He proved a pioneer in the 
process of wholesale massacre by gas chambers, It is Greiser's 
attitude in the dock which is so characteristic of much of the 
defence put up by the Nazi war criminals. Thus, he did not 
remember; it was all the fault of Hitler and Himmler; he. did 
not approve his leaders’ racial theories, and would have 
resigned his Nazi Party membership had he foreseen thes 
effect. Only two additions of his own did he make to this 
regulation patter: He was a friend of the Jews and had « 
Jewish brother-in-law whom he helped to escape to America 
(This story was shown to be false.) Secondly, he claimed the 
possession of a sort of split soul, one half of which was pro- 
and the other anti-Hitler.. That the former was painfully the 
stronger of the two is, of course, proved by its grisly record 
For Jews the main consideration which emerges from all thi 
is that in these years of advanced civilisation, this mixture of 
buffoonery and devilry could slaughter Jews by the hundred 
thousand without anyone to mterfere. Is it not at least under 
standable why the Jewish people are determined by setting 
up a secure Jewish homeland to afford-a haven jn good time 
for those among them resolved to Seck it? 


THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES’ FIRST MEETING 


THe new Board of Deputies very properly adjourned i 
meeting after the President delivered his statement on the 
tragic Palestine developments. It had already voted fos 
its honorary officers. The promise that had previously been 
given that great care would be exercised to ensure that the 
clections of Deputies would be conducted im strict accordance 
with the new constitution seems in course of being honourably 
observed, a special sub-committee having been appointed to go 
into each election for that purpose. ‘This fact should go 4 
considerable way to ratse the Board's prestige, The question 
of reconstituting the Joint Foreign Committee is the subyecs 
of a letter in this issue from Mr. Percy Cohen, who is a 
strong advocate of this proposal. The last: paragraph of his 
letter is particularly worthy of note. In this he sets forth 
the reasons for his belief that an agreement can be reached 
between the Board and the AJ.A., which, while safeguarding 
the independence of the Board, would yet enable the Associa 
tion to have a voice on. the great issues affecting the Jewrsh 
people. The essence of the problem is that the existence of a 
loint Foreign Committee yn the past did exert a. valuable 
influence in that it tended to restrain the extremists on both 
sides and strengthened what may be called the influence of the 
centre.

An Appointment Formula 


Mr. Mark Labovitch. President of the Leeds 
Jewish Representative Council, presiding at a joint 
conference of the Executive of the Council, the 


Shechita Board. and the New Central Synagogue. 
submitted a formula for dealing with Rabbinical 
appointments which, after a discussion, was 
approved. 

The meeting was held in the vestry room of the 
New Central Synagogue. It was called, said Mr. 
Labovitch, to tron out difficulties which had 
threatened to arise im connection with the scttle- 
ment of the Rabbinic position in Leeds following 
the deaths of Rabbi Hurwitz, the Ab Beth 
Din. and Rabbi J. L. Astrinsky, Rabbi of the New 
Synagogue. 

H. Goldberg. Chairman of the New Central 
Syensonte claimed that that was the place of 
worship of the Leeds Jewish Workers’ Burial and 
Trading Society, and had

function as head of the Leeds Beth Din: that the 
Board of Shechita and the Council of Synagogues 
recogmse unreservedly the right of the Workers’ 
Burial and Trading Society to appoint a Rabbi for 
own Community as soon as convenient 
after the appointment of the head of the Beth Din, 
such a Rabbi to be the holder of a Rabbinical 
diploma recognised by the Chiet Rabbi's Beth Din, 
and a member of the Leeds Beth Din: the appoint- 
ment of a Rabbi by the Burial and Tradmg Society 
shall be solely within the discretion of that body, 
but as a courtesy they will invite the Shechita 
Board to give their approval to the appointment: 
the financial arrangements shall be left for private 
discussion between the interested parties.

LOCKER’S GRAVE ALLEGATIONS 


The recent statements by the Prime Minister and 
the Palestine High Commissioner that during the 
present action police and troops had exercised the 
utmost restraint, were challenged at a press con- 
ference in London by Mr. Berl Locker, a member 
of the Jewish Agency Exccutive. 

He did not want to make wholesale accusations 
against the troops in Palestine, Mr. Locker said. 

any soldiers had openly expressed their disgust at 
the task forced upon them, but detailed reports 
showed that the behaviour of the military was not 
always on the same level, he asseried. 

Speaking of the searches in Yagour, Afikim, and 
other setilements, which, he said, were accompanied 
by wanton and wholesale destruction, Mr. Locker 
mentioned that the members of Kibbutz Buchen- 
wald, who were survivors of extermination camps, 
as well as people who had served in the British 
and American armies or had undertaken perilous 
tasks as parachutisits during the war tor the Alhes, 
were among those taken to detention camps. 

Reports of third-degree methods and torture in 
the Aihlit camp had been confirmed, and he was 
to vouch for their accuracy, Mr. Locker 
Said. 

He emphasised that the people had offered merely 

passive resistance. Although many scitiements 
possessed weapons for self-defence, the Jews had 
shown the utmost restraint and had nowhere made 
irearms, he added. 
' Referring to the decision to proclaim a campaign 
of civil disobedience if the attacks did not cease 
and the afrested leaders released, Mr. Locker said 
that the Government would find no quishngs among 
Palestine Jewry. 

Denying that the Jewish Agency directed the 
HMagana, Mr. Locker said that that defence organisa- 
tron was an independent body. 

Sixteen hundred detamees at the Athht camp 
wen®@ on hunger strike on Tuesday morning in 
protest against the ill-treatment and torture to which 
they alleged they had been subjected. 

A deputation of detainees met General Barker, 
GOC. Palestine, who promised that a “new 
order ” would be introduced in the camp. 

The hunger strike was called off at noon after 
the authorities agreed that, m tuture, representa- 


tives of the. camp commitiee formed by the 
dciainees would be present at interrogations. 
Mr. Bar-Rav-HMai. Vice-Chairman of the Haifa 


Jewish Community, who was reported to have been 
released, will head the Committee of Detainces. 

Complaints that atrocities and looting had been 
committed by British troops were officially demed 
by the military authorities, who have, however, 
reported the arrest of a British soldier on a charge 
of looting.

Challenge to Jewry 
The foll6wing comment was made by Protesso:

Hundreds were turned away. Among the speakers 
were the Citef Rabbi of Palestine, Rabbi Dr. 1. 


Herzog, Mr. Berl Locker, Dr. James Parkes, and 
Mr. R. H. S. Crossman, M.P. The lasi-named 
declared that there had been a complete breakdown 
m the administravion of Palestine and he had urged 
the Prime Minister to send a Parliamentary delega- 
tion to inveshiigate the administration of the country. 

In a statement issued in New York on Saturday 
night on behalf of the American Zionist Emergency 
Council, the two co-Chairmen of the Council, Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise and Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, 
declared that the arrests in Palestine constituted 
nothing fess than an act of war against the Jewish 


people. 

Ihe two Zionist leaders announced thai they 
had sent a message to President. Truman and ihe 
State Department regarding the report that the 
American Government had been informed ecarher 
about the arrests. The statement expressed con- 
fidence that President Truman would not only 
refuie this assertion but would make it clear that 


the British action was an affront to the American 
Government. The statement went on to say that 
the arrests, which General Cunningham said were 
made to uproot terrorism and violence, were calcu- 
lated to provoke open warfare. If it was the belief 
of the British Government that this would break 
the spirit of the Yishuv and the Jews it was greatly 
mistaken. 
Smuts Asked to Intervene 


The South African Zionist Federation and the 
South. Aircan Board of Deputies have issued a 
joint statement protesting against the action taken 
agaimst the Jewish Agency and the Jewish setile- 
ments and reaffirming South African Jewry’s com- 
pleie support of the Jewish Agency. 

A jot deputation, representing both bodies. 
called on the Premier, Field-Marshal Smuis, and 
asked him to intervene with the British Govern- 
ment, 

The Premier expressed his deep sympathy with 
Palestine Jewry. 

The United Zionist Council of Canada has issued 
a siatement condemning the “ ruthless attack upon 
the leaders of Palesiine Jewry and the Jewish 
Agency.” 

Reaffirming its complete solidarity with the 
Jewish Agency, the Council declared that the atiack 
on the Agency seemed to aim at silencing Palestine 
Jewry and, through the Jewish Agency, at 
silencing the Jews of the world.

“ASHAMED AND DISPIRITED” 
Ex-Civil Servant’s Reactions 


‘] must tell you that I have never felt so 
ashamed and so dispirited as 1 am now by the 
almost mbhuman misunderstanding and treatment 
of the Jews by our own Government and military 
authorities,’ said Mr. Herbert Howarth, a former 
Civil Servant in Palestine, in addressing a meeting 
at the Queen's Cinema, Cricklewood, organised by 
the Willesden Regional Council of the U.P.A. 

There had been 14 commissions on Palestine,

The President then read the following statement: 

“ The Board of Deputies of British Jews, the 
representative body of British Jewry, mects under 
the shock of a blow beyond anything that Jewry 
could have anticipated from a British Govern- 
ment. 

“ The Jewish people has passed through the 
greatest disaster of its history, culminating in the 
massacre of 6,000,000 men, women, and children. 
Jews believed that, with the coming of the peace, 
the British Government would take immediate 
steps to bring comfort and healing to the Jewish 
survivors of the Nazi massacre. 

“ Por the opportunity offered to H.M. Govern- 
ment by the unanimous Report of the Anglo- 
American Committee of Inquiry, there 1s now an 
attack upon the leaders of Palestine Jewry and 
the Jewish Agency, who represent Jews all over 
the world in the upbuilding of the Jewish 
National Home. 

“ Throughout 
represented the 
Middle East for 


the war the Jews of Palestine 
only reliable support im the 
Britain and all those, who fought 
against Nazism. But after the war delay has 
followed delay and injustice has followed 
injustice, producing despair which has led to acts 
condemned by the very men who have now been 
arrested as responsible for them. 

“ British Jews appeal to their fellow-citizens 
and to the whole British people to ensure that 
the evils of recent Government action shall be 
annulled and the illegal White Paper policy be 
discontinued 

* The resistance of a whole people, based upon 
deep-seated a sénse of injustice. cannot be 

remedied by repression, and will not he 

éliniinated, save by removal of the cause of their 
despair.” 

The President said it was extraordinarily difficult 
to speak an such an pecasion. They had to com- 
bine two fundamental aspects of the rsonalitv— 
their Jewishness and their position as evel ciuzens 
It was, thereiore, diflicult to find the 
neht words; wrong words might produce false 
impressions. But he believed that everyone there 
would agree with the statement that he had just 
read out and perhaps he might be allowed to say 
a few words in its amplification 


A Shock to the World 


The news that had suddenly appeared the pre- 
vious day must have come as a shock not only 
to Jews all over the world but to the world as a 
whole. Nobody expected that after that which had 
overtaken Jcwry as a result of Nazi persecution 
it would be a British Government that would carry 
out acts.in Palestine which seemed to aim at 
silencing Palestine Jewry, and through the Jewish 
Agency silencing the Jews of the world The shock

to Jewty had been made greater than it: would 
otherwise have been by the fact that these acts 
were carried out on the holy Jewish Sabbath 
(Hear, hear.) Jews, distinguished Rabbis among 
them. were forced to do things. on the Sabbath

Agency and those who were responsible for Pales- 
tine Jewry had for years done everything in. their 
power in order to maintain the patience of the 
lews of Palestine. Those Jews who, during the 
Arab riots, had refrained from any act even ol 
retaliation that mught be called wWiolence; those 
Jews who, in common with the Jews of the world, 
had maintained a kind of muraculous patiencc 
during the war and during the years when the 
massacres of Jews were being carried out by the 
Nazis—those Jews naturally expecied that the 
coming peace, which would bring comfort to every 
people in the world,, would also bring comfort to 
the Jewish people and particularly to the remnants

The world was informed that 
within 120 days the work of the Commiuttee would 
be completed, because of the urgency of the situa- 
non Ihe Commiutice had | and tothe 
surprise of many people, had reported unanimously 
Week had followed week, and month had followed 
month. Nothing had yet been done, although dis- 
cussions had taken place, and instead of a positive 
act that would bring some consolation to the Jewish 

-ople, they had the acts of the previous day, which 
Pod thrown confusion tnto Palestine and confusion 
into the minds of Jews all over the world 

That meeting, went on the President, took place 
so soon aficr the events of the previous day, that 
they could not be expected at once to lay before 
them proposals as to action that’ should be taken 
The Palestine Committee of the Board had met that 
morning, before the meeting of the Board, and 
it was as a result of the discussion at this Com- 
mittee that he had been able to read to them the 
statement with which he began. 

“In accordance with the constitution, the Pales- 
tine Committee can continue and will continue with 
its acuvities,”” he told the Board, “and every pos- 
sible step will be taken so- that Angio-Jewry can 
devote its share to the righting of the striuation.” 
(‘Applause.) 


Double Concern: for Jewry and britain 


He believed that the British people, through the 
acts of nearly. 30 years ago, through the Balfour 
Declaration and through the acceptance of the 
Mandate. showed that i had a peculiar under- 
standing of the difhculties in which Jews were 
placed and of the problem of the homelessness of 
the Jewish people. He believed that the British 
people had not changed in its understanding of 
this situation. He sincerely believed that Parlia- 
ment and the British people would ensure that no 
further evil should follow, and that whatever could 
be done shall be done in order to cure the evils 
that had already happened. He could only say 
that they as British citizens had this double con- 
cern: the concern for the safety of Jewry and 
concern for the renown and the security of Britain. 

They believed that these two could be combined. 
They believed that there was nothing inconsisicnt 
about them. They believed that as lova! citizens 


of this country and as good Jews they could pro- 
ceed with a policy which would bring safety to the 
Jewish people and add to the security and strength 
of Great Britain and of the British Empire. Because 
they believed this, they had no hesiiatyon in declar- 
ing their complete solidarity with suffering Israel 
(loud applause), with the suffermg Yishuv (loud 
applause), and their conviction that Great Britain 
would appear once again as the Power which under- 
stood, sympathised with, and wished to remove the 


sorrows and the sufferings of the Jewish people. 
He thought it would be a mustake to ve a 
discussion then on that matter. (Loud applause.) 


None of them was yet in a position to express his 
views upon this matter. If it was desirable, he 
would have no hesitation in bringing it before the 
Board again or, if necessary, to call a special 
meeting of the Board mm order that they should be 
able to discuss this matter with a better knowledge 
of all the circumstances 

Only in the very last minutes rumours had come 
to him which made the whole situation even more 
serious than it was before. . In the circumstances, 
therefore, in order to prevent the saying of things 
for which people might afterwards be sorry or the 
taking of steps without due preparation and under- 
sianding of the situation and, further, in order to 
indicate the alarm and the grave anxicty of the 
Board and of the whole of Anglo-Jewry, in regard 


to the situation in Palestinc, he now moved that 
the meeting be adjourned 
Awaiting Further Facts 


Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., said he understood 
that this was not a resolution of protest, Dut an 
adjournment for further consideration w the light 
of further facts which indubitably must emerge very 
quickly. 

The President said the adjournment was ior two 
reasons. First, because they could not on the 
spur of the moment have a discussion, and, 
secondly, as an expression of the grave concern of 
the Board and of the British Jewish Community.

CAREERS ADVICE 


The watch and clock industry now being revived 
in this country is the first for which the Ministry 
of Education are starting a National College. Alt a 
luhcheon at Claridges last week to celebrate the 
establishment of the Governing Body of the 
College, Mr. D. R. Hardman, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Education, said: “In the 
days of handicrafts watch and clock makin 
flourished in this country. The machine age kille 
it, and no national action was taken to see that we 
kept abreast of modern developments. Before this 
last war we had no watch industry and only a 
small clock industry producing less than 1,000,000 
clocks a year. We imported five to six million 
clocks a year and eight million watches. a 
During the war, Sir Allan Gordon Smith, invited 
by the Government, went to Switzerland, got 
machinery, set up his own school, and helped this 
country to develop its watch-making industry to 
meet war needs. I understand that the industry now 
has 10,000 employees, and hopes to manufacture 
this year a total of two million clocks and watches, 
with plans to produce next year five million... Io 
the next four or five years we expect to see the 
industry building up to 25,000 employees directly 
concerned with watch and clock-making. One ol 
the best ways to help modern industry is to provide 
first-class education and training facilities. This 
National College will fill a real need. There are 
no limiting conditions, no courses barred; you as 
Governing Body are free to provide any type ol 
educational activity you consider essential; full- 
time. free-vocational courses, full-time vocational 
courses, research, anything which will give you 
means of putting this important industry to the 
forefront.”

“IS THERE A JEWISH ART?” 
Ben Uri Brains Trust 


Professor Samson Wright acted as queslion- 
master at a brains trust held at the Ben Uri Ari 
Galiery, 14, Portman Street, W.1, on Thursday 
evening last week. The subject was: “Is There a 


Jewish Art?” Opinions were expressed by Mr. Eric 
Newton, Art Critic of the Iimes, Dr. 
Helena Rosenau (whose book * The Evolution of 


Jewish Ari’ is shortly to be published), Miss 
Helen Lowenthal, and Mr. Avram Melnikoff, the 
well-known sculptor. There was a large and 


enthusiastic audience. ° 
r. Newton, in his contribution, denied shat 
there was a specific Jewish art. Dr. Rosenau said 
that any distinction in a work by a Jew sprang 
from the bold. and tenacious resistance to the 
blandishments of other faiths. Examples of dis- 
tinctive Jewish art could be found in both the 
early Palestinian work.that had been excavated tn 
modern times and in the domain of the Polish 
tolk-art where Jewish expressiveness was something 
distinct. Miss Lowenthal stated that there was a 
particular content in works by Jews that singled 
itself out by reason of its special message. 
Mr. Melnikoff said that while he did not dens 
that there was a Jewish art, he thought that such 
was not as distinct as, say, the Japanese or Chinese.

Peas and Kleis 


Green peas, 2 Ib.; chopped mini, 1 teaspoonfy!: 
milk, 4 pint; flour, | tablespoonful; batter. 

SHett peas and cook in boiling salted water t\// 
tender, then drop the batter in dessertspoon(uls 
into the saucepan, and continue boiling 3 or 4 
minutes till the kleis are puffed up. Strain off the 
water, add 4 pint to the milk (reserve remainde 
for soup), and bring to the boil; add the flour 
mixed smoothly with a littl cold miik, stir til 
boiling, season with salt and pepper, add the mint, 
and simmer for 5 minutes, urn the peas into 
hot dish pour over the sauce, and put the kleis on 
top.

Contributions Quite Insufficient 


Col. F. D. Samuel, C.B.E., speaking at a rece 
tion held by the East London Committee for the 
Relief of European Jewry for Professor Norman 
Bentwich and Capt. A. C. Jacobs, at Stern’s Hotel, 
on Thursday evening of last week, said that in 
view of what their brethren had suffered, British 
Jewry had not done its duty in supporting the 
Central British Fund. Col. Samuel was speakin 
for the Fund and the Jewish Committee for Rehe 


Abroad, under whose auspices the East London 
Committee was established. 

Professor Norman Bentwich, O.BE.. 
representing the Jewish Committee for Reliel 


Abroad, spoke of the work which that Commitice 
was doing and how it had grown since it was 
formed at the beginning of 1943. All this work 
was bound to cost large sums of money, although 
those who went out did their work as volunteers 
and received only a small allowance. He stressed 
the extreme urgency of the work they were doing 
which, he warned, could not be carried on unless 


there was a renewed cffort to enable them to do 
sO 

Col. Samuel, after recalling the beginnings of 
the Movement, said that when they decided to 


appeal for a million pounds it was thought that 
the Jewish Community in this country would be 
able to find that sum without much difficulty. As 
a matter of fact, he had, for some reason or other. 
found this appeal more difficult than any other 
which they had made. ‘hey had never had more 
than 18.000 contributors to this cause. That meant 
that a véry large number of then people had not 


contributed and had, therefore. not realised the 
dreadful fate which they had been spared. . Col 
Samuel disclosed that they were so hard up fo 


money—they had only received £730,000—that they 
had to borrow from their bankers. They wanted 
the money badly and he appealed to those present 
and their friends to help them to get it.

Fanaticism 


OMEBODY once described an educated person 
as one who was capable of seeing more than 
one point of view, and insisted that the 

degree of culture possessed by any person was 
dependent upon just how many points of view 
that person could really take m. If this ts true, 
the converse ought equally to be accepted that the 
person incapable of secing another point of view 
than his own is both uneducated and uncultured! 


And this. of course. would place the fanatic m the 
front rank of such individuals Ihe fanatic secs 
nothing but his own inspired cause, and allows 
no other consideration but that of attaining it 


io occupy his mind 


During the war, everybody obviously became a 


fanatic. We yust had to win the war, and every 
other thought was banished for the duration-—or at 
least almost every other thought. No really serious 


difference of opinion can be allowed to cloud the 
atmosphere when a country is engaged in a major 


war. Yes, we were all quite rightly fanatics in the 
wat 
And after such wars are over, the probiem of 


turning off the fanaticism, of returning to a mental 
condition of sweet reasonableness, becomes an 
issue. In general. the world. weary of its fanatical 
one-purpose struggle, is inchned to back and 
seek rest. It wants to forgive its enemies, to fostect 
understandine and kindlimness where for so many 
hectic months or years it has had to foster hate 
to spread mutual comprehension, and, above all 
to avoid the perpetuation of the fanatical outlook. 
This spirit, of course, is more markedly observable 
in the victor nations, whose word for some years 
after their victory will dictate the shape of world 
\

Ihe Jewish Position 


For the Jew, however, it 1s not so simple 
the war, in those countries in which he 
equally treated, he has, of course, taken 
share in the single-minded devotion of al! 
zens towards the aim of victory But 
enough, with the war over, he sees that, far from his 
troubles being on the way to solution together with 
those of other peoples, he faces new outbreaks of 
hostility and violence, and his 2,000-year longing 
for a home which he can really call a home is sull 
far from realisation. His demands for justice, there- 
fore, persist, and so to the nations he now appears 
as doubly inconvement and irritating. Moreover, 
even for the Jew himself the problem is compli- 
cated because he varices in SO Many ways, a
